Pieces at Yprea. 
“You can count the surviving mem­ 
bers of the original Princess Pat's 
regiment on the fingers of your hand,” 
declared Oscar Hennings of Toronto. 
“When the second universities’ com­ 
pany joined us at Armentieres in July 
there were a score left of the 1,150 
who received the colors from the prin­ 
cess in August, 1914. There were six 
when I left, but the college men will 
have to uphold our reputation.” 
Hennings was one of 800 Canadians 
who were invalided home. 
Another 
was Private Joshua Zivian of Gana- 
noque, called the “miracle man.” 
At 
Ypres a bullet passed through t he outer 
wall of the heart while It was ex­ 
panded. 
Sergeant Salvaneschi of Toronto de­ 
scribed what he saw at Ypres. 
“The first battalion made a gallant 
stand, but found themselves cut off,” 
he said. 
“ The third battalion, in sup­ 
port, were not able to render any suc­ 
cor, and we were forced to see those 
brave fellows cut to pieces. 
That bat­ 
talion lost all but a hundred men and 
one officer.” 


NEIGHBORS MET AS FOES. 


Canadian S aw H is Old 
Friend 
B ay­ 
oneted In a German T rench. 
Two Winnipeg residents met in death 
grips recently In a German trench in 
Flanders. 
This is the narrative drawn 
from the survivor, who has returned 
to North \\ innipeg. discharged owing 
to wounds received at Ypres. 
The Englishman, departing in Au­ 
gust, 1914, for Valcartier, took farewell 
of many friends, including a German, 
who had for several years been his 
next door neighbor.
